It has become 
the fashion iu Borne quarter's to say in 
ofleot, if not in words, "Wo leave the 
Eottloniont of these issues to those who 
choose to manage them." But even to 
snob persons tho presence of groat issues 
in affairs Is felt to push upon tbam a 
measure of responsibility whioh they may 
not shirk. 


Bnt that is not enough. The interest 


should begin as far back as the primary 
meetings. It is because ol the neglect o! 
many of those men who compose the bet* 
ter clans of citizens tbat tne baser ele- 
ments of society have the opportunity 
to control affairs. 
Tbo privilege of the 


ballot- involves the duty of the ballot. 
Responsibility rests upon the individ- 
ual. 
Every citizen Is bound by obliga- 


tions to the welfare of his neighbor and 
fhe general good to express hli senti- 
ments through the ballot. 


We are living in a marvelous age. By- 


tbe introduction of machinery and new 
power, by education, and a stimulated.^- 
ventlvo faculty—by the doubling of an 
Immense population there has occurred 
tho mightiest upheaval of business plans 
and methods tbat tho world has ever wit- 
nessed. 


In a small way we are a port of this 


marvelous uge, und we are witnessing in 
our own town a great change in business 
plnns aiid oommerloal methods. Many of 
our citizens do not seem to realize the 
significance of tho changes that are going 
en in onr midst, and they are In conse- 
quence falling to take advantage of them 
to^romote, their own business ioterests, 
or the best interests of the town. But it 
is to bo hoped/that they wilf wake np be- 
(ore it is too late for the good of tbeir 
own bank account. 


Everywhere men have besn forced into 


new channels. Individual Interests are 
absorbed into the co'ossul without so 
much as swing "by yonr leave." As a 
nation, these mighty bilious have rolled 
o»er us in such rapid succession that 
there has been no adequate adjustment of 
proporlioni or relationships, and we can- 
not even guess what the future may be. 


The same thing ia true of Brieto', only 


in a lesser degree. There are new stores, 
ne>r people, new business enterprises, 
now channels of industry, new methods of 
Business, and new thought in religions 
lite. Tbe old methods seem to be.doomed 
•o utter extinction, and the battle for 
physical, mental and moral life is giow- 
'ng rpore strenuous day by day.

Natural light at sea is a much more 


common phenomenon. As tbo screw of 
a steamer churns the water under cer- 
tain condltlons,yon may see the waves 
glowln? angrily where they hove been 
disturbed. This is called phosphores- 
cence, und scientists are not agreed as 
to its cause.

Laws by Which the Bale of Intoxicants 


Is Controlled 


The Sum Ing system in Sorwoy gives 


poivci to municipalities to grout all 
the retail spirit licenses •which it deems 
necessai} to a company which would 
bind Itself to carry on the traffic in the 
Interests of the community, with a 
fixed annual icturn of not moie than 
6 pel cent on Its paid up capital 
In 


establishing tbe sjstem tbe question 
of compensation does not appear to 
have presented much difficulty 
When 


the Samlag ^as Introduced two kinds 
of licenses \\ere ia existence—first, 
those granted annually or for a term 
not exceeding u\ e 3 ears, and second, 
pilvllcged licenses, granted for tbe life 
of the licensee In tbe case of the first 
no compensation wbatevei was paid to 
those dispossessed of their licenses 
In reg;ud to the lattei compensation 
was gianted in tbe form of an annuity 
equal to the aveiage yearly profits for 
tbe three ^eals preceding tbe suppres 
elon of the license 


With these provisions the alms and 


principles of the Samlag are summa 
rlzed as follows Ibe elimination ot 
private pi ont and securing the monop 
oly value loi the public Insuring high 
est qualltj of liquors sold, tbe teduc 
tlon of tbe number of licenses tbe 
easy enforcement of tho law the de 
structlon of tbe powei of the spirit 
trade and tbe furtherance of all pro-

wrestle with John Barleycorn, quite 
willing to be overcome 


The only article to the, warrant for 


the last town meeting over which 
there had not been more or less con- 
test was that which called for the 
erection of a town lockup It was gen- 
ernjly conceded that Pottersvllle bad 
reached that stage to a town's progress 
where a jail Is demanded for the pres- 
ervation of peace and order 
An out- 


sider might have objected that there 
bad been no arrest made In the little 
village excepting of boys on truancy 
charges since tho comenlng of tbe last 
town meeting but this would have 
been regarded as a Machiavellian at- 
tempt at Impeding the wheels of 
progress 
So the new structure had 


risen triumphantly, with not so much 
as a hint of graft, under the super- 
vision of tbe selectmen, and, although 
tbe suggestion of building had come 
from tbe mouth of Judge Weaver none 
sang tbe praise of conception and exe- 
cution more loudly than the village 
blacksmith 


It was nt the fall elections, as we 


ha\e said tlint the feud started be- 
tween John Grant and Judge Weaver 
It ^ as not until tbe approach of the 
following spring that the latter found 
the sought for chance to "get back" at 
the smith 
One morning In early Feb- 


ruary tbe blacksmith failed to show up 
at his place of business A line of six 
or more impatient teamsters set out 
to look up tbe reason 
At Henry 


Conies hostelry known as the Come 
Inn, they found It 
Red eyed and 


maudlin, mostly oblivious to the cares 
of this world, yet occasionally burst- 
Ing Into tears and hiccoughs as he ex- 
postulated against the hard fate that 
had carried an uncle of bis away on 
tbe wrong side of a log drive thirty 
years before was the village black- 
smith, leaning for sympathy and sup- 
port against the rose colored, reeking 
bar over which the liquors of the 
Come Inn were served 


John Grant refused to do the work 


the teamsters desired of him, but gen- 
erously offered to flgnt them, either 
one at a time or ail together 
His 


tender was courteously refused 


This time, however John Grant was 


not to enjoy his parting from the path 
of sobriety without paying the penalty 
therefor as provided, and laid down In 
the statutes of the state Judge Wear 
er forced the unwilling constables, aft- 
er considerable uoadlng, to action The 
blacksmith, snoring In slumber, was 
dragged ont of tbe woods and east Into 
the new lockup 
On the following 


morning he had sobered up sufficiently 
to appear before the court, which In 
Pottersvllle meant Judge Wearer. 


Two of the constables swore to hav- 


ing seen John Grant very drank and 
disorderly at the Come Inn 
There 


was no defense. The blacksmith oven 
pleaded guilty with a certain amount 
of elation. Apparently the one nncom- 
fortable feature of the affair to him 


Was~tne long and~mullclously 
harangue which, behind the dignity of 
the la\t, Judge Weaver delivered to 
the prisoner closing by sentencing him 
to sixty days In Pottersvllle jail and 
fining him $6 70 cost1* 


The'e wis a beatific smile on the 


highly co o ed face of the prisoner as 
he was led off to the lockup, closely 
guarded by quite unnecessary consta 
bios 
ftftei offering *o work out the 


flne by shoeing tho joke of oxen kept 
to aid the paupeis In their work on the 
town farm 
The proffer had been re- 


fused with a great pho-w of dignity 


It would ba>c required no great ef 


fort for the burlv pilsoner to tear down 
the bars which covered the windows 
of the jail ami which were rather more 
for decoiatioir than for anything else, 
but other thorgbls weie In his mind 
He was, for tue fl"st time In his life 
prisoner Ii ^ as the duty of the tow 
to -n hlch he had paid poll and propertj 
taxes for moie ^enrs than--he could 
really remember to provide him with 
bed and board 
The experience was 


not only novel, but also distinctly 
pleasing, \ cstlng him, with a sense of 
new Importance 


It was easier than working, this jail 


life and niter the first week in the 
well warmed lockup he began to look 
fomnrd with regret to the time wben 
he must lea-\e it 


With the passing of the first fort- 


night of the stety days' confinement 
this state of nffnlrs, however, began to 
pall on him 
He found that a vacation 


may be of too long duration 
He be 


gan to pine for ^\ork 
Furthermore 


his pride was seriously affected 
On 


two or three occasions Jailer Gibson on 
leaving tbe lockup after bringing In 
the blacksmith s supper bad f oigotren

Nellie Weaver once more became a 
source of annoyance to the judge 
Sympathy In rotteravllle, as It Is apt 
to be in any town was with the young

around the town that Nellie's life at

ont that Miss Nellie had returned one

A FLOATING SNAIL 


Peculiar Ways of Thu Wonderful Lit- 


tle Creature. 


There Is a small snail which Is ao 


fond of tbe sea that It nev ar comes to 
land, and it builds such a capital boat 
for Itself and Its eggs that while large 
ships are sinking and steamers are un- 
able to face tbe storm It tosses about 
In perfect safety 


Tbe little snail Is of a violet color 


and la ^therefore called lantblna 
It 


lias a small shell, and there projects 
from the upper part of tbe body a long, 
tonguelike piece of flesh This 13 tbe 
raft, and It Is built upon most scien- 
tific principles, for It has compart- 
ments In It for air 
It Is broad and 


the air compartments are underneath, 
BO that It cannot capsize 


Moreover, the snail knows bow to 


stow away Its cargo, for the oldest 
eggs and those which hatch tbe soon- 
est are placed In tbe center and the 
lightest and newest ou the sides of tbe 
raft 
The iauthlna fills Its own air 


compartments by getting a globule of 
air underneath Its head 
The body Is 


then curved downward beneath tbe 
raft, and, tbe bead being tilted on one 
side, tbe air lushes up and fills tbe 
spaces 
It feeds on a beautiful little 


•jellyfish, which has a flat, raftllke 
form with ft pretty little sail upon It, 
and they congregate in multitudes 
when the sea iq calm ^* 


Sometimes specimens are washed 


upon tbe northwestern coast Of France, 
and when they^are handled they give 
out a violet dye..
